First, the amount $1000 does not appear to match the amount that would have been due for me maintenance tee. 
( have attempted to determine the fee amounts which were due in 2006 and believe the total amount due for the 
maintenance fee and surcharge for a small entity would have been about $1215.00 and not $1000.00. Even 
without a surcharge, I believe the fee should have been about $1 150. Hence, the amount you identified does not 
match the amount actually due. 

Further the last date to pay the maintenance fee (at the end of the 6-month grace period) was April 14, 2006. 
According to my notes, you indicated your payment was made on August 25 : 20Q6 which date would have been 
too late for the maintenance feB in question since it post-dates the end of the grace period.
